ofthis or any othor nation of modern or an- 
cleat times. Wo rofar to the yote—119 to 5¢-— 
in tho Houso of Ropresontatives by syhich the 
conatiintional amondment declaring slavery 
abolished and forever horeaNer intordioted 
thronghont tho Unitod Sthtoa pnerea from Con- 
gresa to tho final ratifloation of throe-fourths of 
the thirty-alx States belonging to tho Union. 

Tho fifth article of the federal constitution 
provides that ‘the Congress, whenover two- 
thirds of both houses shall doom: it necoseary, 
shall propose amendments to this constitution, 
or, on the application of the Legislatures 
of two-thirds of tho soveral States, shall call a 
conyention for proposing amendments, which, 
fn efther case, sball bo valid to all intents’ and 
purposes, ng part of this constitution, when 
ratilod by the legislatures of three-fourths of the 
soyeral States, or by conyenilons in three- 
fourths thereof, as the one or the other mode of 
ratification may be proposed by Congress.” 
‘This is tho constitution, and thatits framers con- 
templated an amendment abolishing or affect. 
ing slavery is npparent from tho proviso which 
Immediately follows—that “no amendment’) 
which may bo made prior to the year 1808 eball 
in any monner affect’ tho “African. slave 
trade, which, 08 8 compromise with tho 
South Carolina plantors and New England 
slave traders, was authorized by the conatitu- 
tion to be continued down to th® year 1808. 
Thus the authority and the intention of tho 
constitution are plain; and whether by State 
conyentions or by the State legislatures, we are 
confident that this amendment qwill secure the 
ratification of the three-fourths of all tho States 
required to make it 4 part of the “supremo law 
of the land.” 

Tho fnstitution of slavery may thus be. con- 
sidered as nbolished throughout the United 
States, Tho experiment of a Southern confede- 
raoy, by war against the Union, and for tho pro- 


tection, perpetuation and expansion of Southern

yenra to come. Now the pressure of this ex- 
housting war bas driven the rebel leaders to 
tho droaded alternative of discussing the propo 
sition of abolishing alayery to saye tho confed- 
ornoy. When they thus admit that slavery, .the 
cause of their rebellion, must be abandoned to 
maintain thelr canfedernoy, they are but a step 
from the abandonment of their confederacy it- 
self, elayery and all 

In this connection, wo have some private in- 
formation from Washington, communicated sev- 
eral days ago, to the effect that the passage of 
this aforesaid constitutional amendment will bo 
immediately followed by another peace mission 
to Richmond, or by a committee of peace am- 
bassadors fiom Richmond, to treat for peace 
upon the basis of cubmission to the Union. It 

is somewhat remarkable, too, that on the very 
day of the passage of the amendment in ques- 
tion, a peace commiglen of three or four dis: 
tinguished men'from “Ricbmond should be ap- 
plying for a passage through oor military lines 
and a permit for a trip to Washington. It has 
been further intimated to us that Mr. Seward 
has been exceedingly anxions for the pasasge 
of this const tut'onal amendment as the initial 
point of a great peace compromise with Jeff. 
Davis, embracing o reconstraction of the Union. 
We are promised tho most wonderful develop- 
ments in this direction, in consequence of the 
passage of this amendment. Assuming, how- 
ever, that all such promises rest upon idle 
speculations, we have still abundant cause for 
gratification over yesterday's work in Congress, 
It puts an end to all tinkering abolition experi- 
ments at Washington and Richmond; it ban- 
ishes all doubts as to the fate of African slavery 
in this country; itsettles the slavery question, 
and removes that stambling block from Ameri- 
can politics, North and South. It cuts off the 
last pretext. for European intervention in be 
half of Davis, prepares a Solid and endur 
ing platform for tho reunion of the loyal'and 
rebellious States, and the enforcement of the 
Monroe .dodtrine in an ey alliance with all 
the’ independent States of North and South 
America. 

Hence we congratulate the American People, 
North and South, on the grand Success of this 
great measure in both houses of Congress for 
the constitutional abolition of slavery through 
the length and breadth of the land, in every 
place and forevermore, Congress responds to 
the will of the people. Let the States now 
ratify thoir work. 


Louls Napoleon's Mexican Scheme and 
the “Manifest Destiny” of the Monroe 
Doctrine, 


The Mexican colonization seheme of Louis 
Napoleon, under Dr, Gwin, Into United States 
Senator from California, is a political moye- 
ment involving the grandest designs and tho 
most important consequences, not only in re- 
ference to the futare of Mexico, but touching 
the settlement of this rebellion and the “mani- 
fost destiny” of the Monroe doctrine. 

What the Mexican scheme of Louis Napoleon 
is wo are no longer left altogether to conjec- 
ture. Our Paris correspondont, in bis lotter of 
tho 17th ultimo, throws considerable light upon 
the subject He says that orders have becn 

*ent to Marshal Bazaine to occupy tho province 
. Sonora in the namo of France, and to hold 

‘oss pledge till tho stipulated indemnity from 
Maximilian should be paid up; that this moans 
“vermanent ocexpation by France; that the

bon, in 1854, from California; oud that Dr,

whole ppogramine was arranged before tho 
Doctor's doparture. Ali this bas been enbstan- 
tilly confirmed by our Jato inteli 
Sen Francisco, of Dr. Gwin’s arrival in Sonora, 
ang of his appointment a3 colonial Governor, 
of that and several olor States ndjoining it, 
and of his plans and purposes. Nor can we 
donbt that Dr. Gyyin, 24 a California Senator at 
the time, was thorongbly posted inregard to 
Count Boutbon’s oxpodition, and wo dare say 
that it was from that affair that the Doctor was 
solzed with the idea of achieving somo day for 
himself a more enccessfol adventure in the 
game direction. Tis mind and Napoleon’s bad for 
years licen brooding over this ontorprise, eo that 
when theso two remarkable men were brought 
together each discovered that be bad found 
the very man that he wanted. 

From these and other facta bofore us it is ap- 
parent tbat the designs of Napoleon in this 
grand Mexioan colonial enterprise, under Dr. 
Gwin, comprehend the permanent occupation of 
the richest mineral ‘regions of Mexico as a 
colony of France, and the settloment thorein of 
large bodies of adventurers from the United 
States of Southern proclivities, Nor can we 
doubt that an invitation from Dr. Gwin, as the 
captain general or viceroy of France over this 
new colony, will attract to it thousands of con- 
geninl spirits, despairing of Davis and groaning 
under Lincoln, not only from California, but 
from Texas, Louisiana, Arkansns, Missouri, and 
every other State, South and North, betwoen 
Mexico and the Onnndas. 


We shall not be surprised if, in 
view of the impending downfall of Davis 
and his confederacy, we shall hear 


the news, with the return of spring, that 
a mighty stream of Sonthern emigrants, 
resembling the exodus of the Israelites from 
Pgypt, is pouring over the plains of Texas, 
destined for the promised Jand of the French 
Imperial-Mexican colony of Dr. Gwin. Why 
not? Sonthern society, communities, families, 
institutions, business, everything, has been 
broken up and thrown into chaos by this terri- 
blo war. From theirsinking confederacy, from 
the devastation, wreeks and ruin aronnd them, 
thonsands of Southorn men will be glad ta, 
escape to the inviting land of refuge opened to 
them by Napoleon and Dr. Gwin. It is possi- 
ble, under these ciroumstancesyppace or no 
peace, that before tho close of tieoming sum- 
mer their new colony will be streugthened to 
the extent of fifty thousand American soldiers. 
And what then? 

We may then expect a repetition of the game 
of Texas. While that eountry was yet a pro- 
vince of Mexico settlers from the United States 
were invited into it on liberal terms. Wo know 
what followed. They poured in by thousands, 
restless, turbulent, unfortunate and desperate, 
but active and enterprising men. They soon 
bullt up n powerful community; but thus or 
ganized, the people thereof, in race, lan- 
guage, religion, Jaws, customs and manners, 
were different from those of Mexico. The 
dominant race asserted its power, achioved the 
independence of Texns, established a new re 
public, and then the people thereof annexed it 
to their “old flog,”' the flag of the Union. So 
it will be with Dr. Gwin’s new colony. Over 
tho Latin race thercin- the Anglo-American 
race will goon assert its supremacy, and repeat 
the Texas programmes. 

Here, too, we strike the Monroe doctrine; and 
asa powerful agency in behalf of peace be- 
tyeen our loyal and rebellious States, one of 
the lefding Richmond journals bas recently 
presented this Monroe doctrine as affording a 
broad platform for the reconciliation of tho 
North and South. Now, considering the hope 
less situation of Davis and his confederacy, we 
believe that Mexico and the Monroe doctrine 
may be made in reality the basis of reunion 
and peace, Nor is it improbable that this will 
be the solution of the rebellion and of all the 
schemes and movements of Napoleon, Maxi- 
milion ond Dr. Gwin, in Mexico. The passage 
by the House of Representatives, by the re 
quired two-thirds vote, of the constitutional 
amendment abolishing slavery throughout the 
Uniled States removes the slavery stumbling 
block out of onr way in,both sections. It docs 
this becanse this amendment will surely be rati- 
fied by three-fourths of the States, counting all 
the States of the Union, and because the rebel- 
lious States must speedily now succumb. We 
may now expect, therefore, an easy solution of. 
the problem of peace, and then we shall see 
the “manifest destiny” of Mexico, under this 
Monroe doctrine. 


Tse Recext Decision on THE Bayz Tax— 
Irs, Errecr ox New Yors—The decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
declares unconstitutional and void the act of 
the Legislature of ‘this State, passed in 1862, 
assessing directly the capital of moneyed insti- 
tutions, irrespective of théir investments fn 
stocks and securities of the United States. ‘This 
decision disturbs materially the existing system 
of taxation, and most onerously affects the city 
of New York. In 1863 the capital of banks 
and insurance companies was assessed aot 
eighty-cight million one hundred and. sixty- 
three thonsand nine hundred and sixty-one 
dollars; and the exemption claimed actually 
amounted to ninety million two hundred and 
thirty-four thonsand seven hundred and forty- 
one dollars—showing conclusively that theso 
incorporations had invested a portion of their 
Profits and deposits in United States securities 
88 well as thoir capital. From the records in 
the office of the Tax Commissioners the in- 
Yestmenta of these institutions continued the 
same in 1864, with the difference only that the 
Aggregate capital had increased to ninety-nine 
millions of dollars, 

The corporation of the city of New York will 
be compelled to refind the tax collected in 
180S— amounting to nearly a million of dollars— 
and strike off the assessment rolls of 1864 (now 
in course of collection) ono million six bun- 
dred thousand dollars, boing the amount 
of. their taxable liability. It is true 
that the decision of the Supreme Court holds 
that individual shareholders are liable to taxn- 
tion; but they will of course escape for tho 
years 1863 and 1864, the assessmont lists hav- 
ing been confirmed, and the individual ussesa- 
ments determined aud paid for thoso yoors In 
reference to tho taxes of! 1865, 5 eorious diffi- 
culty exists, that should be removed by legisla- 
fon, either at Albany or Washington. A very

‘Tho prinoiple insisted upon in the Senato in 
therocont discussion of the Bounty bill wos 
that the surplus capital in the country found its: 
way to this city, and yes inye%ted in monoyed 
corporntions, which, whilo adding to our gene- 
ral prosperity, contributed to our revenues by 
its liability, to taxation, and should to somo 
considerable extent, therefore, be held respon- 
sible for the expenses incurred in other coun- 
ties of tho State in raising reornits. The do- 
cision to which we have reforred certainly ren- 
dors this pretext no longer tenable. 

Hereafter every citizen, whethor ho residesin 
St Lawrence or Richmond county, will thero 
lone be held taxable for his shares in corpora- 
tions doing business in this city; and haying to 
surronder this advantage, we should not be 
hold responsible for its enjoyment. 

General Bon. Butler and Sir John Fal- 
ataf—Tho Hero of Gadshill ond tho 
Hero of Fort Fisher. ~ 
General Butler was ordered to report at 

Lowell, and has, he says, “reported in full.” 

Ty this be does not mean that he bas done 

what the War Department intended that ho 

should do, but that he has done just what the 
department did not intend that he should do, 


He yery consistently perverts the phraseology 
‘of tho order to cover his private purpose. He 
was welcomed at Lowell by his admirers, and 
he made a speech thore which he throws down 
as his deflance—his “report’—to the ormy 
authorities which sont him to that peaceful 
place. He utters his spocch and seems to ask 
the department if it can stand that. We are 
disposed to believe that it can. The speech is 
a lame and empty one. They who are good 
at making excuses, it is anid, aro good at 
nothing else. Butler, therefore, who is not good 
at anything ‘élse; ought to be good at making 
excuses. But he is not good eyen at that. His 
specch rambles over a large part of his carcer, 
and makes many explanations, many excuses; 
statements, and eyen jests; but not an excla-, 
mation statement or jest that is not contempti- 
Dle, and not an excuso that is not as ridionloua 
as Falstaff’s excuse for his action on Gadshilt, 
Fat Jack was a “coward on instinct.” Was it 
for him to kill the heir apparent? And Butler, 
a coward on conscience, inquires in the samo 
trinmpbant style, “Was it for mo to take Fort 
Fisher at such a sacrifice?” 

Butler was particularly carafal to inform his 
hearers that he was not removed on acoount of 
the Fort Fisher failure, He did not tell what 
the real reason was, “He knows it, however. It 
isa great secrot. He'has*not “received per- 
mission to divulge it” (Convenient clroum- 
stance! But when did Butler over wait for 
“permission” before this. Ho was complaisant 
enough, however, to explain how it was that 
he did not take Fort Fisher. It seems that-this 
matter bas been misunderstood by. every. one. 
‘The capture of Fort Fisher. was nothing—the 
real achievement was to be able to go down 
there and seo Fort Fisher and not take it, But 
ler’s real straggle was not against the enemy, 
but against the temptation to go at the enemy. 
There they stood in their fort, and looked so 
“easy” that he could hardly keep his hands off 
them. It was so impudent in them, too, to 
build their darned old fort right there on the 
open beach, that it made him mad, ond when 
he thonght of it he could bardly keep his dan- 
der down. Buthe did, though. 

Hear it, ob, Bardolph, Nym, Pistol and Prince 
Hal! It was only, on instinct that the tan of 
man was a coward—the instinct that knew 
royalty, though it came in’the garb of a minion 
of the moon, ready to cut purses, But the 
doughty Ben goes a flight higher. He failed, 
ran away, left his enemy alone, not on Sn- 
stinet, but by Divine assistance. He prayed 
for it, All tho time that he was in front of Fort 
Fisher there was great danger that he would 
give way to his weakness, and make a despe- 
rote rosh and take it But he was all 
the time praying to the Lord for strength to 
let italone. “The temptation”—these are his 
own words—“was strong to take it;” but 
he prayed “lead us not into temptation.” And 
so, thengh the “temptation was strong,” the 
Lord was a littlestronger, and managed to hold 
Butler back. Therefore the enemy kept Fort 
Fisher. It is wonderfal, when we come to find 
it out, what heroism it reqnires not to be o 
hero. What greatness fs implied in the fuot of 
being little. What strength a man must bave 
to resist the temptation to achieve greatness 
and to remain forever an infinite pigmy. But a 
man may not always be so strong, and they 
had better keep Butler away, from the enemy's 
forts after this or there will be bloodshed—but 
‘dhree of a hundred and fifty left olive,” may 
bel 

But Butler has an ambition'as to his epitaph. 
He desires that it ehall be, “Here lies the Gene- 
ral who saved. the lives of his soldiers at Fort 
Fisher and Big Bethel.” Is not this the un- 
adnlterated Chincee of hefoies? But how many 
soldiers did he save at Big Bethel? On the con- 
trary, Big Bethel was o useless and stupid 
slaughter. It was. the massacre of many men 
in thornttempt to carry a worthless position. It 
will be truer, then, to say simply, “Here lies tho 
General who saved the lives of his soldiers at 
Fort Fisher.” That is, here lies the general 
Whose: thoughts, when in front of the enemy, 
dwelt more on the fear of what the enemy 
would do against him, than on the hope of 
What he could do against theenemy. Here lies 
the general who was cantions and stood still in 
safety while others went through the iron storm 
to success; the general who would not try to 
carry a fort that another, general carried gal- 
Jantly a few days. later, and who thon imputed 
his failure to consideration for human life. “If 
*twere not for those villanous guns he would 
himself have been a soldier.” 

Sir John Falstaff isa reality in English his- 
tory. Shakspere in that figure gives ua the pic- 

ture of 6 character that appears in all the great 
clyil wars of England. And Samuel Butler, in 
the figure of Hudibras, gives us the same figure 
brought down to a later period, clothed in the 
garb and having the manners and phrases of 
another time. Hoe is a brave soldier, yaunts 
his achievements immensely in his epeeches, 
and always rans away when there is likely to 
bearow. He can lio with electric fluency, and 
claim tho achicvements of others with an 
cffrontery that is sublime. He is pecalfar in 
person and in thougbt—a distorted form and 


mind—the oxaggeration of all the’ peculiar 
vices of tho ogein which he: lives. He is a 
good fellow in tho day of good follows, o 


thoologian in tha timo of a theological war: 
He is n politiotan in the timo when politics are 
the life -of-a-people—a political general when 
political generals aro a disease, The parallel 
is obvious. Butlor is the continuation into our 
own timo of the samo historical person. , 


Wrongs of the Premeditated Dratt—an 
Our Quotas Heretofore Filled. 


Woe gaye in our columns yestorday the re 
marks of Suporyisor Blant, in the Board of 
Suporvisors on Monday. This {s s most im- 
portant speech, and) must attract general a 
tention for tho facts which are embodied in it 
rolativo to the acts of the County Volunteering 
Committee and the monstrous demand just 
made upon us’ for twenty-one®thonsand inem 
Tho Suporvisora’ County Volunteoring ond 
Bounty Paying Committee commenced opera 
tions in Angust, 1803. Since May, 1863, and 
including which,tho government haye deinanded 
from the ‘country, on various calls, one mik 
lion five hundred thonsand men, the propor 
tion for the city of New York boing fifty-eight 
thousand five hundred and eight men, every 
qhota having been filled by the committee, at a 
total cost to the county of six miilions seven 
hundred and thirty-two thousand six hundred 
and thirty-three dollars and thirty-eight cents, 
or a trifle over ono hundred dollars per man. 

Theso ore significant facts,and show how 
faithful ond industrious our committee have 
been in its euccezsful endeavors to respond to 
every falr demand of the government, But 
there is a different state of affairs now existing. 
Another call for three hundyed thonsand men 
has been made, and the number demanded by 
General Fry, in his communication in December, 
from tho city of New York, as a deficiency, was. 
four thousand four hundred ond thirty-three 
men. Even this was more than ‘he books of the 
committee showed was due the government, , 
but it was assumed to be correct, and the com 
mittee went assiduously to wgrk to fil this quota, 
when, presto, another ordéris received from. 
this incomprehensible public officer demanding 
on this call twenty-one thousand and nineteen 
men! No one, not even the committee itsolf, 
seems to know on what this monstrous 
demand is based. On the earlier calle 
for five hundred thousand men oar 
quota was fixed at twenty-three thousand one 
hnndred and forty. .How Mr. Fry can cypher 
out our quota at twenty-one thousand and nine~ 
teen on a call for three huodred thousand is 
boyond our ken. Thirteen thonsand would be 
nearer the tratb. Bunt he moy arrive at these 
figures (twenty-one thousand and ninotecn) by: 
taking from us our nayal enlistménts, on the 
ground that they cost tho county nothing. 
But this he cannot do without ignoring o 
positive act of Congress, which deslnres that 
all naval enlistments since 1861, not credited to 
any district, shall be crejlited to the town or 
district in which such enlistmonts were made 
‘This, thongh a most just law, was not instigated 
by any New York influence. Other cities tham 
this hoped to benefit: by it, and have done so 
but none 0 greatly perhapsas New York. This 
was her good fortune, and not her fault. 

Mr. Blunt, chairman of the committeo, set 
immediately at work to take advantage 
of this Iw of Congress by overhauling the 
naval enlistments made at this port, and he 
luckily found the numbers very largo, sufficient 


to Ol our late quota, and a surplas for some. 


future call over. The acts of our committee 
were acceded to by the Provost Marshal, and 
our quota acknowledged by him to be com- 
plete, eyen after taking from ns numbors suff 
cient to fill the quata of Kings county, 
which be had, under the Inw, no right 
to do. Now all this work, it is sus 
pected, is ,ignored, and these naval en- 
listments taken from us after haying been 
conceded, and séattered over the whole 
country, and especially in districts which have 
beer backward in filling their quotas, owing to 
leck of vigor, penuriousness, or want of patri- 
otism. But General Fry-certainly has no right, n0 
power, to commit so gross a wrong as this, and, 
while we stand fully credited with every soldier 
demanded of us, thus scatter the accounts to the. 
winds, and force us at this lote hour into  con— 
scription to raise twenty-one thousand more 
men. 

This is an ontrage on common sense, and its 
palpable unfairness and injustice will lead, 
we fear, to the most deplorable resulta. 
General Fry can know little of the state of 
feeling his order has created among all classes, 
or he would panse, or the government would, 
before attompting to enforce this great wrong. 
Onur capitalists are imterested in this ques 
tion far more than they appear to realize. 
A consoription here takes from us twenty~ 
one thousand men mainly from tho great 
middle class, ithe small traders, the 
industrious and hard-working. The large 
mass" of floating populatio, —_those 
myriads of men who have no ‘especial ties 
among’us, Willinot be caught; they will all be 
off. ‘So will also large numbers of our weslthy 
young men, while othera will find substi- 
tutes, ‘The draft would, therefore, deprive ua 
probably of at Teast fifty thousand able-bodied 
men, most,of them the very life-blood of this 
great commercial city: " e 

The mere common laboring man yéw gets 
his two dollars amd fifty cents per day for his 
work: "This is equal to seven hundred and 
fifty dollars per annem. Tako away fifty thou 
sand able-bodied men from omong us, and it 
is eqnel to abstracting thirty-seven and o halt 
millions of dollars, ‘The act is in fact o confis- 
cation of property’ as well a5 & conscrip- 
tion of men. This enormous demand upon . 
us is wrong, and unjust in another aspect; 
it takes from us one-fifth (one man in: 
fiyo) of our voting population, while 
in most othor districts in the State the propor 
tion is about one in twelvo or thirteen, while im

Look as we will upon this wonderful

Rebel Barbarity to Prisoners of War. 
TESTIMONY OF MM. RIOMARDSON DRVONE TH COM: 
MITTEB ON ‘THE CONDUCT OF THE WAR. 

Wasnixaroy, Jan, G1, 1865, 

The following testimony was given to-day boforo tho 
Committos on tho Conduct of tho War by Albort D, 
Richardson ;— 

Twas captured by tho rebely May 3, 1883, at midnight, 
on a hay bale, In tho Mliasipp{ river, opposite Vicks- 
arg. After condnoment Jn six difforent prindrin I was 
Bent to Salisbury, N. C., February 8, 1804, and kopt thore 
until Docomber 18, 1863, whon I ‘escaped. For months 
Salisbury was tho most ondarablo prison I had seen. 
Thero wero six hundred inmates. Thoy wero oxorcisod, 
in tho open afr, comparatively welb fed and kindly 
troated., Early in October ton thousand rogular prisoners 
of war arrived, . 

Our treatment immediately changed {nto a econo of 
oruclty and horror. The prison wns densely crowded, 
rations wero cut down and {esied very irrogularly; 
friends outside could not eren soud In a plato of food; 
thorprizoners suffered constantly and oftoit intonsaly for 
nt of bread and sholto 
on prison ralfons always suffered from hunger. Very 
frequently ono or moro divisions of ono thousand men 
Would receivo no rations for twenty-four hours—somo- 
Limes wero without a morsel of food for forty-cight 
boura 

A fow who had monoy would pay from flvo to twonty- 
dollars in rebel carrency for a little loaf of bread. Many, 
‘though tho weather was yory incloment and snow fro- 
quent, sold tho coata from thelr backs and tho shoes from 
thotr foot. I was assured, on eathority ontirely trust- 
worthy, that o great commissary warehouse near the 
prison was filled with provisions; that the commissary 
found it difficult to find storage for his four and meal; 
that when @ sobordinate asked the post Cae 
Major John H. Gee, “Shall I give the prizoners full 
rations?” ho replied, ‘No; God damn them; 
givo thom quarter ration.””’ I know from poreonal 
observation that corn and pork aro very abundant in tho 
roglon about Salisbury. For weeks the prisoners bad no 
sbeltor whatever, Thoy wore all thinly clad; thousands 
‘Wero barefooted. Not one {n twonty had an overcoat or 
a blanket; many hundreds wero without shirts, and hun- 
dreds more without blouses One bed tent acd one 
SA! tent wore furnished cach eqaad of ono hundred 
mon. With the closest crowding these sheltered 
about half tho prizonera Tho rest burrowed in 
tho rounds crept winder the balldings or shiv- 
ered throngh the nights jn tho open alr upon the 
frozen ground. If tho robels at the timo of our capture 
had not stolen our shelter tenta, blankots, clothing and 
money, we would nob bave eulféred frou cold. itt 
prison ‘authorities had permitted us, elthor on parole or 
Under guard, to cut logs within two m&es of the prison; 
Wo would’ gladly have ballt comfortable and ample 
barracks In ono week. But the commandant would 
not consent. Ho did not oven furnish ono palf 
tho fuel necded. Tho hospitals wore in a horri- 
bie condition More than half who entered 
the hospitals died in a very few days The deceased, 
alway without coffins, were loaded into tho dead cart, 
piled on each other like logs of wood, nod co driven out 
{obo thrown in a trench and covored with carth, The 
rebol surgeons wero generally hamano and attentive, and 
endeavored to improve tho ahiocking condition of the hos 
pitals; bat the Salisbury and Richmond authorities disre- 
garded their protesta: On November 26 many of tho prison- 
era had boon without food for forty-eight hours, and were 
desperate, without any matared plan, a few of them

On Monday morning (10th) tho cars on tho Catavlexn 
road wore thrown from tho track near Moorsburg, by thio 
breaking of a ral, and the fireman Instantly kiliod, Tho 
engine wos much damayed, but the rest of the train did 
not suffor material injury. 

On the same day the train from Scranton to Northam- 
Borland had one or mora passenger cars overtirnod by 
means of abroken rail wear Shicksbinny, Beveral per 
kona sore |njored, and Mr. Thomas #mith, of Ablogion 
Contr, Lazerne county, saa Killed.
